INTRODUCTION

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee, 


Mr,  Chairman  and  Centlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for 
1957  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District, 
The  Report  is  divided  into  three  parts,  the  first  dealing  with  the 
Part  III  Services  of  a local  nature,  the  second  dealing  with 
Environmental  Hygiene,  and  the  third  being  a compilation  on  the 
Divisional  Health  Service  for  the  year, 

STATISTICS. 

t 

There  was  a small  iJiorease  in  the  population,  in  the  number 
of  houses  and  in  the  deaths  during  the  year.  Unexpectedly  the  Birth 
Rate  showed  a sharp  temporary  rise.  Two  deaths  occurred  in  infants 
under  1,  one  of  them  under  28  days,  and  the  other  from  congenital 
abnormalities. 


One  quarter  of  almost  all  deaths  were  due  to  malignant 
growth,  and  more  than  one  half  to  Cardio  Vascular  lesions, 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  only  new  outbreak  was  one  of  Measles  dLn  Spring,  when  a 
number  of  susceptible  children  were  infected.  The  cases  of  Dysentery 
lollowed  the  outbreak  in  the  previous  Autumn,

Census  of  1951 

Tile  population  of  Denholme  deoreased  from  2,662  in  1931  to 
2,587  in  1951 • The  intercensal  decrease  was  2.8^  compared  with 
9#4?S  in  the  I921/3I  period.  There  were  939  private  households  and 
0,81  persons  per  room,  3,206  rooms  being  oooupied.  Pew  houses 
aooommodate  multiple  families,  and  there  is  a high  percentage  of  small 
dwellings  oooupied  by  individual  families.  The  percentage  of  persons 
living  at  the  rate  of  more  than  two  persons  per  room  fell  from  8,00 
in  1931.  to  3.13  in  1951. 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Denholme  is  an  isolated  town  with  an  elevation  of  about 
1,000  feet  above  mean  sea  level,  seven  miles  distant  from  Halifax, 
Keighley  and  Bradford  to  the  south,  north  and  east  respectively. 
Environs  are  rural;  road  gradients  are  steep  and  the  area  forms  a 
natural  water  gathering  ground  with  numerous  reser*voirs.  The  compact 
township  is  a centre  of  industrial  and  shopping  activity  and  roads 
radiating  provide  access  to  neighbouring  large  towns.  The  density 
of  the  population  is  approximately  one  person  per  acre.  Apart  from 
the  central  area  of  Denholme  where  the  great  majority  of  the  population 
live,  Denholme  Clough  on  the  Halifax  Road  is  the  only  other  populous 
part  of  the  Urban  District,  the  remainder  consisting  of  scattered 
hamlets  and  farms.  Some  development  has  taken  place  along  the  main 
roads,  but  this  is  less  pronounced  than  the  ribbon  development  seen  in 
other  places.  Much  of  the  property  in  the  town  is  mid-nineteenth 
century,  built  of  local  stone  with  Yorkshire  grey  slated  roofs.  As 
in  adjacent  parts  of  the  West  Riding  the  back-to-back  house  is 
prevalent. 


The  basic  industry  is  spinning,  weaving  and  the  manufacture 
of  worsteds,  knitting  wools  and  yarns.  Other  industries  include 
silk  weaving,  joinery  and  leather  production,  stone  quarrying  and 
saw  mills,  forty  farms  produce  milk  and  rear  cattle. 

The  population  are  predominantly  artisans  and  the  large 
majority  engage  in  industry  and  agriculture  within  the  area,  A 
substantial  group  of  aged  persons,  mostly  retired,  are  included  in 
the  population. 

The  social  life  of  the  district  provides  educational, 
cultural  and  recreational  amenities.  Churches  are  numerous  and  form 
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active  centres  cf  oonmunity  life.  There  are  two  schools  wh.toh 
acoominodate  asout  500  pupils.  The  Meohanios'  Institute,  Picture 
House  and  Playgrounds  provide  diversions  for  the  population.  Relative 
isolation  promotes  a hrirdy,  independent  spirit,  and  at  the  same  time 
fuses  community  interests. 

There  was  little  transfer  of  labour  within  the  district  and 
unemployment  figures  are  low. 


G-EHERAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA 


UBDlZJiL  riAOTITI ONERS . 

The  Nursing  and  Medical  Staff  of  the  Health  Department 
enjoyed  the  full  co-operation  of  the  G-eneral  Medical  Practitioners  in 
Denliolme,  Morning  Surgeries  and  weekly  evening  Surgeries  are  held 
by  the  Doctors  to  convenience  patients  who  would  otherwise  have  to 
travel  a considerable  distance.  Health  Visitors  are  encouraged  to 
contact  Doctors  di-rectly,  and  a telephone  has  been  approved  in  the 
home  of  the  Health  Visitor  for  tliat  purpose.  All  the  Medical  and 
Nursing  Sta,ff  in  Denholme  have  cars,  which  in  a scattered  area  ia 
essential  for  prompt  and  efficient  medical  and  nursing  care, 

HOSPIT/iL  LlillSON. 


Surgical  and  medical  cases  are  treated  at  Hospitals  in  the 
Bradford  "A",  Bradford  "B",  Halifax  and  Keighley-Bingley  G-roups, 
Infectious  disease  cases  are  admitted  to  Morton  Banks,  Keighley  or 
Leeds  Road,  Bradford,  The  area  drains  into  Halifax,  Keighley  or 
Bradford  for  maternity  purposes,  although  occasional  normal  oases  are 
oared  for  at  Shipley  or  other  Maternity  Homes  in  the  County,  The 
chronic  and  inform  sick  obtain  bed  accommodation  when  available  at 
a verley,  Stoney  Ridge,  Keighley  St,  John’s  or  Thornton  View,  and 
mental  disease  is  usually  treated  at  Menston  Mental  Hospital. 
Convalescent  facilities  are  arranged  by  the  Hospital  directly,  or 

mu  Public  Health  Department  under  the  County  Council  scheme. 

The  former  is  free,  the  latter  on  a cost  basis.

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and  School  Health  purposes.  The  Hall  is  well  heated;  lighting  and 
ventilation  are  satisfactory.  There  is  ample  accommodation  and  a 
largo  waiting  hall  which  can  accommodate  prams  in  inclement  weather, 

A small  room  is  available  for  the  doctor's  consultation:  another  for 
distribution  of  food  and  weighing  of  children.  The  Clinic  is  attended 
by  Doctor  and  Health  Visitor  with  the  valuable  assistance  of  voluntary 
workers,  A wide  range  of  Infant  Foods  is  provided  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Medical  Officer, 

AMBULANCES. 


Denholme  is  served  in  the  first  instance  by  the  Keighlr3^ 

Depot  of  the  West  Riding  County  Ambulance  Service,  but  additional 
services  can  be  obtained  from  Bradford,  The  following  figures  are 
given  and  have  been  supplied  by  the  County  Jbnbulanoe  Officer  on 
attendances,  discharges  and  accidents  at  Bingley  Hospital.  The  figures

DOMICILI/iRY  SERVICES 


CARE  OF  THE  AGED. 

The  age  of  the  population  renders  this  an  increasing 
proportion  of  the  total  Sooio  Medical  Services,  Almost  all  Medical 
Practitioners  are  affected,  e.g.  Medical  Consultants  now  specialise  in 
Geriatrics,  and  the  volume  of  labour  and  type  of  work  done  by  the 
General  Practitioner  on  behalf  of  the  aged,  sick  and  infirm  alters 
yearly,  A new  science  of  medicine  is  developing  research  related  to 
the  diseases  of  middle  age,  and  the  consequent  infirmities  effected  by 
organic  change  in  older  people.  This  applies  in  both  physical  medicine 
and  in  the  field  of  Mental  Health.  An  army  of  officers  spend  an 
appreciable  part  of  their  lives  in  unremitting  service  on  behalf  of  the 
aged;  some  in  the  field  — others  on  specialist  problems  related  to 
Housing,  Hospitals,  Convalescent  Homes  and  other  needs, . 
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The  District  Nurse  in  the  course  of  her  daily  duties  attends 
many  aged  persons.  Indeed  a majority  of  her  visits  are  to  people 
ever  65  years  of  age  The  more  complicated  medico-social  problems 
arising  among  elderly  persons  are  usually  the  province  of  the  Health 
•Visitor,  and  on  their  account  she  has  to  liaise  with  all  varieties  of 

social  workers. 

Hostel  accommodation  for  the  infirm  is  provided  under  the 
County  Co\inoil  through  the  County  Welfare  Officer  at  - 

(a)  Clayton,  Bradford. 

(h)  The  Shroggs,  Keighley, 

(c)  Hillworth  Lodge  (accommodation  for  200  men  and 

women) , 

(d)  Morton  Banks  (accommodation  for  20  men). 

Certain  facilities  for  aged  couples  and  occasional  single  persons  are 
available  at  small  County  Homes  near  Wetherby  and  Addingham, 

For  aged  persons,  however,  living  in  their  own  homes  and 
amongst  familiar  places,  Denholme  has  an  active  Voluntary  Association, 
This,  independently  financed,  provides  a wide  range  of  social 
interests  and  activities  centred  on  the  Mechanics*  Institute,  Street 
visitation  of  the  infirm  and  sick  is  undertaken  by  volunteers,  and 
occupational  therapy  arranged  by  women  members  of  the  Association, 

The  whole  organisation  is  backed  by  a number  of  prominent  citizens  and 
the  Denholme  Urban  District  Council, 

DISTRICT  MIDWIFERY. 

In  conformity  with  the  greater  degree  of  specialisation  which 
applies  in  this  subject.  District  Midwifery  has  been  separated  from 
District  Nursing,  Opportunity  was  afforded  for  the  change  when  the 
previous  District  Nurse/Midwife  resigned.  The  new  District  Midwife 
is  resident  in  Cullingworth,  and  is  responsible  for  Midwifery  in  the 
adjacent  part  of  the  Bingley  area,  including  Cullingworth,  Wilsden  and 
Harden,  Relief  is  undertaken  by  another  Bingley  Midwife, 

Midwife  has  a oar  and  is  provided  with  apparatus  for  and 
IS  qualified  to  administer  Gas  and  Air  ioialgesia. 


■n-r  -p  + will  be  appreciated  that  a considerable  majority  of  women 
p e er  ® oe  confined  in  hospital,  and  wherever  possible  tlie  wish  of 
e exp ec  ant  woman  is  met.  There  is  a considerable  body  of  expert  ■ 
A owever,  which  favours  home  confinement,  and  wherever  regulaf 

supervision  at  the  Clinic,  or  in  the  home,  can  be  coupled 
sona  0 home  amenities,  there  seems  no  reason  why  domiciliary 
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oonfinement  should  not  he  encouraged  in  the  nomal  oase,  A Doctor  and 
Nurse  attend  the  Clinic  at  Denholme,  where  hlood  examinations  and  other 
necessary  facilities  are  provided, 

HOME  NURSING. 

Each  District  Nurse  holds  the  S.R.N,  qualification,  and 
additiorally  has  Queens  training.  The  Nurse  is  mobile,  using  her  own 
or  a County  Council  car.  Refresher  Courses  are  arranged  for  each 
member  of  the  Nursing  staff  periodically.  This,  apart  from  private 
study,  Iceeps  the  Nurse  up  to  date  in  knowledge  and  practice.  On  the 
district  it  is  usual  for  Nurse  to  be  called  in  the  first  instance  by 
the  General  Practitioner,  and  in  co-operation  with  him  she  is  the  first 
line  of  domiciliary  relief  of  infirmity  and  sickness.  She  has, 
however,  important  additional  responsibilities  and  an  ideal  opportunity  of 
implanting  health  education  in  each  household  she  visits. 

The  Nurse  is  resident  in  Denholme  and  limits  her  practice  to 
District  Nursing,  She  uses  her  own  oar  to  visit  outlying  places,  and 
serves  the  adjacent  villages  of  Harden,  Cullingworth  and  Wilsden. 

The  character  of  the  work  of  the  District  Nurse  has  changed 
in  recent  uears.  The  retention  of  elderly  patients  at  home  has  made 
,the  nature  of  her  duty  much  heavier  and  reduced  the  total  number  of 
visits.  Bed  nursing,  lifting  and  laying  of  the  patient,  attention  to 
bed  sores,  the  increasing  number  of  3lderly  persons  and  the  relatively 
low  number  of  acute  oases  in  the  home  (partly  due  to  the  effect  of 
anti-biotios)  moans  that  the  District  Nurse  spends  much  more  time  on 
e£-oh  visit.  As  in  so  many  other  branches  of  Public  Health  work  the 
inumber  of  visits  is  a poor  guide  to  the  amount  and  quality  of  work 
done. 


Much  assistance  was  derived  from  the  help  of  supervisoiy 
staff  at  County  Hall,  and  Nurses  maintain  close  relationship  with  the 
jiealth  Department,

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PPEVfilCTlON  OF  ILLNESS.  GARB  AND  AJTER 
HEALTH  EDUCATION  PROPAGANDA 

Through  the  West  Riding  County  Counoil  facilities  provided 
by  the  Central  Counoil  for  Health  Education  were  utilised.  Propaganda 
material  included  posters  exhibited  on  hoardings,  leaflets  distributed 
in  Clirios  and  public  works,  Lectures  given  by  Medical  Officers, 

Public  Health  Inspectors  and  other  Health  Officers  to  the  general 
public.  Associations  and  Clubs.  Smoke  Abatement,  Smoking,  Cancer, 
Social  Diseases,  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  fonn  suitable  subjects 
for  selected  audiences. 


It  is  often  forgotten  that  Health  Education  applies  to  the 
teacher  as  well  as  the  pupil:  to  the  Doctor  and  Nurse  as  well  as  to 
the  Councillor  and  member  of  the  general  public.  In  this  respect 
the  Central  Council  provides  a range  of  interests  and  facilities, 
including  Study  Courses,  little  considered  and  all  too  seldom 
appreciated.  Health  Education  should  be  deliberate,  purposeful  and 
planned  as  the  special  subject,  not  left  as  a casual  side  effect. 

It  is  best  effected  by  methods  of  personal  persuasion  by  a competent 
professional  person  speaking  with  authority  and  commanding  the  respect 
of  the  mother,  the  family  or  group  as  the  case  may  be.  The  home, 
moreover,  is  the  primary  school  of  successful  health  teaching. 

HOSPITiUS 


The  link  between  the  After  Care  Services  and  Hospitals 
functions  through  the  Senior  Health  Visitor  and  Nursing  Staff, 
usually  by  means  of  telephone.  Indeed  contacts  between  Health 
Visitors  and  iilmoners  are  now  a matter  of  daily  routine  occurrence, 
and  this  applies  to  all  local  Hospitals  of  the  District, 
Notifications  of  admission  and  discharge  work  much  more  smoothly 
than  in  previous  years,  and  with  higher  efficiency. 


Eor  persons  discharged  from  hospital,  District  Nurses 
provide  from  stock  minor  equipment  such  as  bed  pans,  rubber  sheets, 
air  ^ngs;  and  larger  items,  e.g,  mattresses  and  invalid  chairs,  are 
divisional  stocks.  Extra  milk  on  the  advice  of  the 
Supplied  to  the  Tuberculous,  and  such  matters  as

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EECUPERATIVE  HOME  TESiiTMEHT 


There  are  five  Recuperative  Homes  for  mothers  and  children  in 
need  of  rest  and  a change  of  air  who  cannot  leave  their  young  children 
behind.  One  mother  and  one  child  were  admitted  during  1957 • 

Eight  Homes  are  available  for  the  school  and  pre-school 
child  and  57  children  were  admitted  during  1957 • 

There  are  15  Recuperative  Homes  for  adults.  Twelve  oases 
were  admitted  during  the  year* 

HOME  liELP  SERVICE 

Durxng  1957  the  demand  for  the  Service  of  Home  Helps 
steadily  increased.  Recruitment  of  suitable  women  against  the 
competitive  claims  of  industry  proved  a problem.  We  were,  however, 
able  to  offer  fairly  regular  ec^loyment  which  facilitates  reoreitment. 

The  greatest  need  occurred  in  relation  to  the  aged, 
especially  where  near  relatives  were  employed  and  unable  to  care  for 
the  old  people • 

The  Service  is  much  appreciated  and  to  some  extent  lessens 
admissions  to  expensive  residential  accommodation.  Limitations  are 
that  it  is  usually  restricted  to  a five-day  week  and  day  working  hours. 
It  is  known  that  in  other  parts  of  the  country  schemes  have  been 
developed  for  night  attendance,  residential  help  for  persons  with  large 
young  families,  intensive  help  for  Problem  Earailies,  and  residential 
help  for  the  seriously  ill  on  a short  term  basis.  Sometimes  Home 
Helps,  may  be  of  use  in  preparing  aged  persons  for  bed;  this  is  not 
possible  under  our  present  scheme,  Furthermore,  they  may  be  used  to 
prevent  the  breaking  up  of  families. 

One  Clerk  has  to  devote  the  whole  of  her  time  to  this  Service, 
receiving  assistance  from  other  office  staff.  The  post  should  be 
recognised  as  one  for  a Home  Help  Organiser,  and  the  person  conoeined 
should  be  mobile.  Through  Doctors,  Nurses  and  relatives  continuous 
applications  are  received,  and  where  possible  domestic  problems  solved 
as  early  as  possible,  and  indeed  on  the  spot  in  many  oases.  It  is 
difficult  not  to  be  impressed  by  the  inevitable  increase  of  demands  for 
this  Service  which  the  present  County  organisation  does  not  adequately 
cover,  this  partly  because  the  quota  is  insufficient,  too  little 
discretion  being  left  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,

Samples  of  water,  milk  and  other  materials  for  bacteriological 
analysis  were  submitted  throughout  the  year  to  the  Laboratory  of  the 
Medical  Research  Council,  Bradford*  Proiiq)t  delivery  secures  early 
reports  and  delay  is  minimised  by  the  proximity  of  the  Laboratory,  and 
preliminary  telephone  reports  from  the  Bacteriologist.  This  reduces 
the  length  of  exclusion  from  school,  nursery  and  work,  provides  early 
diagnosis  and  permits  prompt  preventive  action  in  oases  of  infectious 
disease*

INFECTIOUS  DISE;iSE 


Twenty  three  oases  of  ilEASLES  occurred  in  Children  under 
10  during  the  Spring  months.  The  infection  was  mild  in  type^  and 
with  in^roved  care,  the  availability  of  anti-biotios  and  high 
standards  of  child  health,  no  case  was  admitted  to  Hospital,  nor 
were  ary  fatal.  It  is  seldom  realised  how  emphatic  is  the  change 
in  the  course  of  this  infection  compared  with  a generation  ago. 

Again  there  were  no  cases  of  DIPHTHERIA,  only  one  of  SCARLET  FEVER 
and  two  of  ERYSIPELiiS , The  latter  indicate  the  presence  of  the  more 
serious  streptococcal  infections, 

DYSENTERY. 


Previous  reference  was  made  in  the  1956  report  to  an 
outbreak  of  Sonne  tysenteiy  which  probably  came  from  Bradford, 
Predominantly  the  young  age  group  was  infected,  and  almost  all  the 
oases  occurred  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year. 
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The  acute  case  and  aymptomless  exoreter  of*  germs  remains 
the  prevalent  source  of*  infection#  Contamination  of  food^  food 
utensils,  toys,  dust  are  all  secondary  to  defective  personal  habits, 
and  poor  housing  and  grouping  of  high  susoeptibles  contributory 
factors.  Recurrence  of  infection  within  the  family  group  usually 
indicates  a low  standard  of  hygiene.  Indeed  infectious  &astro 
Enteritis  is  a useful  criterion  of  the  level  of  hygiene  in  an  area. 
Its  continued  presence,  a high  infection  rate,  a rapid  spread  within 
the  family  and  unusual  difficulty  in  eradication  are  all  indications 
of  the  need  to  review  the  public  health  attack  on  defective  personal 
habits# 


Special  attention  is  required  for  children  whc  cannot  toilet 
themselves#  Thorough  cleansing  of  lavatory  seats,  chains,  door  hand3.es 
chamber  pots,  napkins  and  ilnen,  play-room  floors,  crockery  and  food 
utensils,  and  full  attention  to  cleanliness  and  ventilation  of  rooms 
would  reduce  the  risk  from  iri*eoted  individuals  and  dust.  Early 
consultation  with  the  family  Doctor  followed  by  prompt  treatment 
when  the  first  suspicious  case  appears,  with  a practical  policy  of 
room  isolation  would  reduce  much  absence  from  work  and  school  and 
unnecessary  infection  of  other  members  of  the  family.  Children 
suffering  from  diarrhoea  should  on  no  account  be  allowed  to  mix  with 
other  children,  since  acute  oases  are  even  more  iiifectious  than  the 
unsuspected  carrier#

They  may  provide  material 
suitable  for  application  should  we  suffer  from  a similar  future 
eventuality.  Immunisation  against  Type  'A'  Asiatic  infection  wa.s 
offered  medical  and  nursing  staff  subject  to  a high  risk, 

SCABIES  and  YL'EMINOUS  INFESTATION. 

The  co-operation  of  parents  is  sought  and  the  School  Nurse 
and  Health  Visitor  provide  the  appropriate  medicaments.  Facilities 
for  cleansing  children  and  young  persons  are  available  at  Clinics, 

On  the  rare  occasion  when  an  adult  is  infested,  Bradford  City 
Disinfestation  Centre  is  used.  The  present  public  need  does  not, 
in  my  opinion,  justify  special  provisions  within  the  Division, 


IMMUNISATION 


From  the  tables  given  overleaf  it  is  evident  that  active 
iraniunisation  against  infectious  disease  is  beccxning  a more  considerable 
part  of  the  Health  Department's  duties.  This  trend  is  likely  to  continue. 
We  are  now  familiar  with  reinforcing  injections  to  raise  immunity  against 
Diphtheria,  and  this  is  likely  to  be  applied  in  Poliomyelitis, 

There  is  still  public  apathy  in  relation  to  Smallpox  and  need 
for  an  active  realisation  of  the  ever  present  menace  of  infection  from 
abroad, 

B,  C,  G, 

B,C,G,  vaccination  is  progressing  satisfactorily  and  contri- 
buting substantially  to  the  conquest  of  Tuberculosis. 

Parents  of  13  year  old  children  who  attend  Secondary  Schools 
are  offered  B.C.G,  vaccination  for  their  children.  The  Mantoux  test  is 
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first  applied  to  determJjie  whether  the  child  has  already  acquired 
resistance  a,gainst  Tuberculosis.  ^ATiere  such  resistance  is  absent  B.C.G. 
is  administered.  455  children  had  Mantoux  tests,  and  of  these  3^0  were 
vaccinated.  Subsequent  tests  to  ascertain  the  degree  of  immunity 
developed  are  made  in  the  succeeding  year. 

In  addition  to  the  13  year  old  group,  the  Chest  Physician  and 
hici  staff  offer  B.C.G,  immunisation  to  contacts  of  known  cases  of 
Tuberculosis.  These  numbered  97*

V/ATER  SUPPLY.' 

Water  is  distributed  by  the  Bradford  Corporation  and  is  ooliected 
on  the  Thornton  Moor  Catchment  Area,  the  greater  part  of  which  is 
situate  within  the  Denholme  Urban  District.  Out  of  a total  of  1031 
dwelling-houses  no  less  than  986  have  a piped  supply.  The  remainder, 
be?.ng  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  district,  rely  on  springs  and  wells 
which  are  fairly  satisfactory.  A cottages  previously  served  by  a 
well  have  been  connected  to  the  mains  supply, 

SEWERAGE  DRAIMGE. 

The  whole  of  the  built  up  area  is  drained  to  sewers  which  gravitate 
to  two  sewage  disposal  works.  One  at  Doe  Park  deals  with  an  estimated 
D.W.F,  of  41,250  gallons  per  day,  and  the  other  at  Whalley  Lane  dealing 
with  an  estimated  D,V/,F.  of  7,375  gallons  per  day.  Both  works 
inoorp)orate  screens,  detritus  tanks,  settling  tanks,  percolating 
filters  and  humus  tanks*  Sludge  is  dealt  with  by  air  drying. 

Suii’ace  v/ater  was  found  to  be  leaking  through  the  brickwork  on 
to  the  sludge  beds  at  Doe  Park  making  sludge  diying  difficult  and 
causing  unnecessary  pumping.  To  remedy  this  defect  a 6"  porous 
concrete  pipe  and  rubble  drain  was  constructed  which  has  proved 
satisfactory.  Certain  works  have  also  been  carried  out  to  the  pump 
house  to  prevent  damp  penetration. 

In  order  that  the  Whalley  Lane  V/orks  should  be  capable  of 
efficiently  treating  the  additional  discharges  from  the  Field  Head 
Estate,  the  scheme  referred  to  in  previous  report  has  been  amended  to 
include  extensive  repair  and  improvements,  at  an  estimate  inclusive 
cost  of  £3,400.  This  matter  is  now  under  consideration. 

Of  the  areas  not  connected  to  the  main  sewers  - the  southern  end 
of  the  district,  which  is  less  densely  populated,  and  any  houses  fit 
for  re— conditioning  - are  being  provided  with  septic  tanks.  One 
septic  tank  has  been  constructed  during  the  year# 
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49  houses  now  have  drain  Gt)nnections  to  septic  tanks. 

The  effluent  from  farm  buildings  at  one  farm,  which  has  been  the 
cause  of  oonsiderable  nuisance  in  the  past,  is  now  being  discharged  to 
the  sewer  following  settlement  and  filtration, 

RIVER?  JiND  STEEMS. 

One  ffimall  stream,  Denholme  Beck,  in  the  main  an  overflow  from  the 
reservoir,  remains  comparatively  free  from  pollution.  A degree  of 
pollution  is  evident  in  Milking  Hole  Beck  caused  by  the  effluent  from 
the  septic  tank  at  Fieldhead.

The  scavenging  of  the  district  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s 
workmen  with  a seven  cubic  yard  Karrier  Bantam  which  is  a new  vehicle 
purchased  in  November,  1957.  Every  effort  is  made  to  maintain  a 
weekly  collection  from  bins  and  pails,  and  privies  are  emptied  every 
14~21  days.  The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  a tip  adjacent 
to  the  stone  saw  mills  in  Whalley  Lane;  consequently  the  Whalley  Lane 
and  Doe  Park  tips  are  not  now  in  use,  considerably  improving  the  northern 
approach  to  DenhoD.me„

5 Demolition  Orders  were  made  and  the  properties  acquired  by  the 
local  authority  by  agreement*  Two  houses  have  become  vacant,  and  as 
soon  as  the  remainder  are  empty  demolition  will  follow. 

1 house  was  closed  by  agreement  and  a change  of  use  to  storage 
accommodation  made* 

On  the  submission  of  plans  the  Council  agreed  to  give  reconsideration 
in  respect  of  four  properties  on  completion  of  improvements* 

A Housing  Sub-Committee  inspected  three  more  houses  in  this  group* 
Action  was  deferred,  as  one  v/as  used  only  at  week-ends  and  the  other  two 
were  occupied  by  elderly  owners,  and  it  was  agreed  that  no  useful 
purpose  would  be  served  by  statutory  intervention  at  this  stage* 
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of  the  remaining  two  properties  in  che  same  curtilage,  one  has 
been  vacant  for  some  considerable  time  and  the  other  is  occupied  by  an 
elderly  oTmer,  and  similar  remarks  apply  as  in  the  previous  paragraph, 

A Closing  Order  was  made  in  respect  of  part  of  a building 
represented  as  unfit. 


15-YEAR  rROCRAMME. 

It  would  appear  that  the  general  need  for  Council  Houses  can 
now  be  met  by  casual  vacancies:  therefore  the  Council,  having  in  mind 
restrictions  on  capital  expenditure,  appointed  a sub-committee  to 
consider  the  futui'e  building  needs  in  relation  to  unfit  properties  in 
the  15  year  programme.  Although  fully  aware  of  the  obligation  by 
statute  to  remove  unfit  houses,  it  was  felt  that  some  of  the  152  houses 
previously  listed  may  of  necessity  have  to  be  retained  on  improvement. 
It  was  agreed,  therefore,  that  further  information  should  be  presented 
for  discussion  in  due  course.  This  matter  is  to  receive  attention  as 
soon  as  other  duties  allow,

The  above  figures  are  once  again  proof  that  the  clinic  provides 
a very  necessary  service  to  the  oomi'.iunity  of  this  large  area. 

The  actual  number  of  nev;  patients  seen  over  the  whole  year 
was  slightly  smaller  than  last  year  as  we  were  able  to  hold  three 
fewer  clinic  sessions  than  in  previous  years,  as  the  clinic  was  closed 
for  extensive  decoration  during  December,  It  is  gratifying  to  note, 
hov/eyer,  that  the  average  number  of  new  patients  attending  at  each 
session  has  nmintained  its  high  level.  It  is  inevitable  that  the 
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number  of  patients  attending  from  the  Bradford  district  should  be 
larger  than  from  any  other  district,  owing  to  its  larger  population 
ani  it  would  seem  by  comparison,  that  the  percentage  is  much  the  same 
in  each  case.  We  are  glad  to  have  been  of  servioe  to  the  Doctors, 
Hospitals,  Marriage  G-uidance  Council,  and  Nursing  personnel  who  have 
guided  patients  to  us. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  total  number  of  attendances  over  the 
whole  year  has  again  increased  so  that  there  would  appear  to  be  no 
falling  off  of  patients  already  registered. 

The  postal  servioe  forms  a substantial  part  of  the  clinic 
work,  and  this  is  undoubtedly  a vital  servioe  from  a clinic  supplying 
a large  and  outlying  area. 

The  band  of  voluntary  helpers  has  continued  to  attend  on  a 
rota  system,  and  although  the  actual  number  of  helpers  has  decreased 
slightly,  the  system  of  work  has  continued.  We  have  been  fortunate 
in  acquiring  the  help  of  four  patients  who  volunteered  to  assist  the 
nursing  staff  by  carrying  out  duties  in  the  sterilising  room,  and  so 
very  ably  assist  in  the  smooth  running  of  the  clinic.  The  Shipley 
branch  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  has  continued  to  help  in  this 
manner,  and  the  Bingley  branch  have  provided  help  since  the  beginning 
of  the  year.  We  would  like  to  thanlc  all  these  volunteers  who  attend 
so  regularly,  and  without  whose  help  it  would  be  impossible  to  carry 
on  the  work  of  the  clinic  efficiently. 

Appreciation  and  thanks  must  also  be  expressed  to  Mr,  Holroyd 
our  Honorary  Treasurer  and  to  Mr,  Bedworth  our  Homorary  Auditor  for 
giving  their  time  again. 

We  were  fortunate  this  year  in  having  another  doctor  trained, 
so  that  it  has  been  possible  to  continue  at  every  session  to  have  two 
doctors  in  attendance.  We  should,  like  to  welcome  Dr,  Joyce  to  the 
medical  team,  and  to  thank  Dr.  Buckle  and  Dr,  Ling  for  their  unfailing 
help. 


It  would  be  impossible  to  have  more  pleasant  or  adequate 
premises  than  those  provided  at  Somerset  House  by  the  Shipley  Health 
Committee,  and  we  do  thank  the  Committee,  and  in  particular  Dr,  Battersby, 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  their  continued  interest  and  support.

Visitors  in  the  Clinics,  substituting  as  was  appropriate  either  Assistant 
Health  Visitors  or  clerical  staff.

Apart  from  the  Tuberulosis  Health  Visitor  and  Assistant 
Health  Visitors  who  undertake  Clinic  duties  at  Somerset  House  and 
l^yrtle  Park  Clinics,  9 Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  work  in  the 
Division,  A of  whom  are  allotted  to  Shipley,  The  Health  Visitor  is  now 
the  General  Bract iticner  for  Public  Health  in  her  area,  covering  every 
aspect  of  Public  Health  v/ork.  Highly  trained,  versatile,  she  has 
unlimited  scope  for  her  skill  and  zeal.  Health  Education,  Mothercraft 
and  Parentcraft  increasingly  figure  in  her  duties,  and  in  my  opinion 
more  general  use  of  her  specialised  knowledge  would  reduce  the 
multiplicity  of  Social  Workers  in  the  field.
